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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

I. Group I, claim(s) 1-5, are drawn to a formulation containing a therapeutically 
effective amount of at least one Vitamin D compound or analog. 

II. Group II, claim(s) 6-18, are drawn to a method of shortening hospital stays and 
improving survival in chronic kidney disease patients, said method comprising 
the step of administering a composition containing a therapeutically effective 
amount of at least one Vitamin D compound or analog without titrating to serum 
PTH or serum calcium, wherein hospital stays and survival are shortened 
compared to chronic kidney disease patients not receiving any Vitamin D 
compound or analog-containing composition. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features. 
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In this case, Teng (New England Journal or Medicine, 349 (5), 2003, pp 446-456) 
discloses that patients who receive paricalcitol (a vitamin D analog) while undergoing 
long-term hemodialysis appear to have a significant survival advantage over those who 
receive calcitriol (abstract). 

As a result, no special technical features exist among the different groups 
because the inventions in Groups I and II fail to make a contribution over the prior art 
with respect to novelty and inventive step. In conclusion, there is a lack of unity of 
invention, and therefore restriction for examination purposes is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
